It seems to me that the expenditures of the mint are unusually heavy, and that greater economy 
should be exercised in the purchase of supplies. A very large amount of money has been 
expended for electricity and electrical supplies. 

Attention is directed to voucher #630, for electrical supplies, purchased from Walker & 
Kepler, amounting to $235.08, and to voucher #633, of the Edison Electric Light Co., for 
electricity, amounting to $615.93 for the month of March. This is in addition to a bill of the 
Bureau of Gas, voucher $655, for $325.95 for three months. 

According to this, the use of electricity in your mint, and gas, is costing about $700 a 
month.
